HE Council of Industria] De- 
sign will hold a short resi- 
dential course for furniture sales- 
men and saleswomen at Atting- 
ham Park, near Shrewsbury, 
Shropshire, from Monday, Feb- 
ruary 27 to Thursday, March 2. 
Retail buyers also are welcome. 


HE objects of the course are to 
give salesmen a greater know- 
ledge of the design and construction 
of the merchandise they sell; to 
introduce an appreciation of con- 
temporary design; to stimulate fur- 
ther study. 

The course will be run on the Dis- 
cussion Group pattern and include 
talks on the history, construction 
and design of furniture; hand and 
machine techniques; the harmony 
of proportion, colour and texture. 

Attingham Park is a_ beautiful 
Georgian house, and a study of its 
period furnishings will form part of 
the course, as will an exhibition of 
contemporary furniture selected 
from the Council’s 1951 “Stock 
List,” from which furniture to be 
used in the Festival of Britain ex- 
hibitions will be chosen. 

Lectures and demonstrations will 


be given by outstanding authorities 
in their field, such as Mr. Gordon 
Russell, Director of the Council of 
industrial Design, and himself a 
furniture designer and manufacturer 
with an international reputation; 
Mr. George Trevelyan, Warden of 
Attingham Park, distinguished de- 
signer of hand-made furniture and 
a pupil of Ernest Gimson; Mrs. 
Grace Lovat Fraser, the interior de- 
signer and colour expert who has 
arranged special displays of contem- 
porary furniture and furnishings for 
retail department stores. There will 
also be lectures on the technique of 
making furniture by machinery, 
methods of manufacture of anhel 
stered furniture. Mr. Jack Prit- 
chard will discuss the Furniture 
Development Council.

Hardwood Buying Control 
May Return 


If Prices Rise, Warns John Haire 


WARNING that if the price 

of hardwoods continued to 
rise, the Government might be 
compelled to put back control on 
the industry, was given by Mr. 
John Haire, M.P. for the 
Wycombe division, in a speech at 
High Wycombe Town Hall a few 
days after the effective date of the 
de-control of hardwood purchase. 


“ATOW that the trade has gone 

back into private hands,” Mr. 
Haire declared, “we find that, for 
example, standing beech, which was 
ls. 10d. per cubic foot under con 
trol, is now 7s. 6d. 

“Tf that goes on the Government 
might well be required to put back 
control as a result of increased 
prices, just as it became necessary 
to put back the control on sweets 3 

He also issued a warning that a 
result of the present increases in the 
price of hardwoods might be that 
furniture manufacturers might be 
driven out of the Utility furniture 
ranges altogether because timber 
would be too dear to use in furni- 
ture which was itself controlled in 
price 


‘I do not blame every timber 
merchant in the country,” he added. 
Sut there are many slick mer- 
chants only too keen to cash in on 
the situation presented to them. | 
believe there is sufficient hardwood 
to go round to supply all the furni- 
ture manufacturers, especially the 
smaller firms, who, not carrying 
large stocks, might otherwise be 
forced out of business.” 
Commenting on the prosperity of 
the Wycombe furniture industry, 
Mr. Haire declared: “Our order 
books are full, with delivery dates 
three or four months ahead. Un- 
employment in the town is less than 
one in every 200.” 
Mr. Haire was 
meeting at which Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Chancellor of, the Ex- 
chequer, addressed a packed audi- 
ence of 2,000. In a reference to the 
furniture trade, Sir Stafford com- 
mented: “The furniture trade has 
been intelligent and _ enlightened 
enough to agree to the setting up of 
a Development Council and I hope 
it will gain a great deal of pros 
perity from that wise move.”

Overcharged On Credit Sales : 
Liverpool Man Fined £150 


YER NEWMAN, 


traveller, 

Burnley Road, Ainsdale, 
formerly carrying on a credit drapery 
and furnishing business at Liverpool, 
was fined a total of £150, with £10 
10s. costs at Liverpool last week for 
selling Utility furniture, bedding and 
linoleum on credit at prices in excess 
of the permitted maximum, and fail- 
ing to preserve invoices furnished to 
him by his suppliers 


Prosecution stated that Newman 
sold the goods to working-class cus- 
tomers on the instalment system 
without requiring an initial deposit 
or any written agreement for repay 
ment within a definite period. He 
was, therefore, restricted to the 
maximum prices chargeable when 
sales were not on credit. The total 
excess amounted to £123 6s. If he 
had sold under recognised _hire- 
purchase conditions there would still 
have been an excess of £73 16s. 2d. 
Newman’s system might result in his 
having some bad debts, but the fact 
that he was selling without requiring 


a 124 per cent deposit attracted cus 
tomers and they appeared to be satis- 
fied with the terms. When seen by 
a Board of Trade inspector he said 
he thought all controls had ended, 
that some of his books had been 
accidentally burned by his grandson, 
and he did not know it was necessary 
to retain invoices, 

For the defence it was stated that 
when Newman restarted in business 
he did not know the regulations as 
well as he should have done. He set 
out to rebuild the old weekly pay- 
ments system which went right into 
the heart of the working man’s home 
He was popular not only because no 
deposit was required, but because he 
did not demand his “pound of 
flesh” if customers were unable to 
pay their instalments promptly. He 
had received only a small! proportion 
of the money for the goods he had 
supplied and since the inspector's 
visits a number of customers had 
stopped payments altogether. He 
was now out of business and had

ITH the agreement of the 

British Toy Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Perambulators, 
Folding Baby Carriages, Invalid 
Chairs and Nursery Furniture Ex- 
port Group, the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise give notice that 
the exemption for perambulators 
under Group 35 (c) of the Purchase 
Tax Schedule applies only to such 
perambulators, baby carriages and 
push chairs, constructed for the 
carriage of young children, as have 
a minimum vertical handle height, 
measured from the top of the 
handle-grip to the floor, of not less 
than 334 inches. 

Perambulators, etc., which have a 
vertical handle height of less than 
334 inches, or a handle which can 
be adjusted to a vertical height of 
than 334 inches, will be re- 
garded as chargeable with tax at 
the rate of 334 per cent under Group 
20 (a) of the schedule 

This basis of liability will have 
effect in respect of deliveries by re- 
gistered traders on and_ after 
February 1.

Lord Mancroft Tells Furnishing Fabric Men He Is— 


“TIRED OF U.S. DECRYING OUR SELLING” 


Bogus Facade To 
Frighten Us 


AM tired of the allegation 

that we are bad salesmen, 
that we pack our goods badly, 
that we are slow in delivery. That 
is a bogus suggestion put forward 
by the Americans, who are begin- 
ning to be frightened by the 
strength of our attacks on their 
market.” 


HAT was said by Lord Mancroft, 
M.B.E., who was Guest of 
Honour at the annual dinner of the 
Wholesale Furnishing Textiles 
Association, at the Normandie 
Hotel, London, on Thursday. Lord 
Mancroft is the independent chair- 
man of the Advisory Council to 
Carpet Industry. 

“T resent this bogus facade put 
up by the United States manufac- 
turers to frighten us away,” he 
said. “But are we quite sure that 
there are not, in fact, ways in which 
we could improve our products? Are 
there no faults in our own board- 
rooms? Are we doing everything 
in our power to make our opponents 
eat their words by making 
sure that we have no room for the 
inefficient and the lazy?” 


Two Voices Of The Govt. 


At the same time, Lord Mancroft 
asked why those who at the moment 
govern us should, in one breath, ask 
us to give our every effort to the 
national cause . and then call 
us for everything they could think 
of. 

Mr. B. S. Harris, retiring presi- 
dent, proposing the toast of the new 
president, Mr. W. R. S. Bond, said 
they had a man who had shown 
himself to have dignity and clarity 
of thought, who would fight any 
bureaucratic interference, and who 
was a first-class committee man 
keen in his endeavours for all sec- 
tions of the trade and not only 
those in which his firm was 
interested. 

Mr. Bond, of Ramm, Son & 
Crocker (who, incidentally, is son 
in-law of Mr. Charles Ramm), said 
that direct taxation was nullifying 
all the endeavours of private enter- 
prise. The purchasing tax of 66% per 
cent was resulting in serious loss in 
production of all those fabrics for 
which we were world famous

E have previously uttered 
W a serious warning that, 
with freer and keener 
competition, attempts would be 
made to revive certain practices 
that were a serious danger to the 
furnishing trade before the war. 
That warning has proved to be 
prophetic. 


But standing head and 
shoulders above all other prob- 
lems of this kind is the question 
of the retailer’s contract with the 
manufacturer. For when a firm 
order is placed, it is in fact a con- 
tract, a contract of purchase and 
of sale. 


That, unfortunately, is not 
appreciated fully in certain quar- 
ters. For, from information we 
have received, there appears to be 
a serious revival of the practice 
of placing an order with a manu- 
facturer, shortly afterwards send- 
ing through a “hold over” re- 
quest, and finally cancelling it. 


%% This is bad business—bad 

from the retailer’s as well as the 
manufacturer’s standpoints. All 
trading must be founded on a 
basis of trust and confidence, and 
a retailer who forfeits a maker’s 
confidence in this way cannot ex- 
pect that consideration in the 
future that has been shown to him 
in the past. He should realise 
that he is seriously jeopardising 
his future trading activities and 
those sources of supply which 
have proved valuable to him in 
the past. 


From the manufacturer’s point 
of view the position must become 
intolerable. He accepts a firm 
order—and his factory gets into 
production. His parts are 
machined, probably the assembly 
stage has been reached before the 
“hold” order comes through. 
Work is disorganised, factory 
routine dislocated, with serious 
loss of time and money, adding 
to overall costs which affect the 
whole structure of the trade. 


Why do some retailers suspend 
firm orders they have placed? 
Possibly because they have been 
offered something which seems to 
them more attractive and sale- 
able. Or—let us admit it imme- 
diately—because they are waiting 
to see what the forthcoming ex- 
hibition at Earls Court will pro- 
duce. For we are told that, since 
Christmas, there has been a very 
big increase in the number of 
“hold” or “stop” orders. 


tex That, if it were needed, is 

a strong argument against the 
holding of more than one exhibi- 
tion a year. Many people be- 
lieve that one annual exhibition 
is a good thing, although the 
hiatus in buying is very noticeable 
between the end of the year and 
the February show. But to 
double or treble that hiatus in the 
trade’s normal activities would be 
disastrous. 


We are criticising by no means 
all retail furnishing firms. The 
majority of them, of course, 
understand that a firm order is a 
binding contract. But that fact 
should be recognised, and acted 
upon, by every distributive unit 
in the trade; for without the 
foundation of a sound, solid con- 
fidence we can very easily return 


‘to a state of chaotic merchan- 


dising which will have the most 
serious repercussions on every 
section of the industry.

Alarm at Govt’s “U” Bedding Prices: 
Call for Collated Costings 


4 Na West of England and 
South Wales Section of the 
National Bedding Federation, at 
its January general meeting, held 
in Bristol, passed an urgent reso- 
lution to head office and to the 
secretaries of all other Sections. 
HE resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Harold Wilson, and seconded 

by Mr. H. Grist, was that :— 

“This Section views with utmost 
alarm the present and suggested 
prices of the Board of Trade for 
Utility bedding, and proposes that 
each section of the National Bed- 
ding Federation be asked to submit 
forthwith collated costings to be 
agreed by duly constituted costings 
panels to be formed in each area. 

“These costings to be submitted 
to the National Costings Committee, 
with a view to taking immediate 
action with the Board of Trade. A 
time factor will be advantageous.” 

During the discussion which pre- 
ceded the resolution, it was said 
that at the moment it was quite im- 
possible to make to specification and 


sell at the Board of Trade prices. 
In many cases, labour and material’ 
alone came to more than the price 
allowed. It was agreed throughout 
the industry that Utility prices were 
much too low. 

Mr. Harold Wilson asked if any 
further news had been received 
from the National President in con- 
nection with a member’s complaint 
that Utility bed ticking was on sale 
in retail shops. It was stated that 
nothing further had been heard, and 
the secretary, Mr. P. E. Maggs, 
stated he would write to Mr. Gray- 
land, asking if there was anything 
further to report. 

Mr. Harold Wilson was elected 
to serve on the Local Costing Com- 
mittee, in place of Mr. Milton, who 
was resigning, but who would con- 
tinue to act in an ex-officio capacity. 

Two members brought to the 
notice of the meeting the pressure 
being exerted by the Bedding 
Unions for men to undertake work 
previously executed by women.

The report goes on to say that 
representations have been made 
from time to time to the Furnish- 
ing Fabric Federation, and it is 
hoped that members are now get 
ting better results.

Belgian Fabric Imports 


Dealing with imports from Bel 
gium, the report says that a good 
deal of dissatisfaction with the 
working of the treaty between Bel- 
gium and H.M. Government has 
been apparent throughout the year. 
Contacts have been established with 
the Belgian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, and some of the bones of 
contention been settled, but the 
Council is still not satisfied with 
certain clauses which seem to en- 
courage the importation of Belgian 
furnishing fabrics through non- 
established channels. 

rhe report stresses the penal rate 
of purchase tax which is at present 
being paid and points out that it 


has a two-fold effect on sales, first, 
a progressive overall slowing up, 
and second, an almost complete dry- 
ing up of buying of non-Utility 
fabrics by retailers during the first 
three and a half months of the year, 
to minimise potential losses which 
would be caused by a lowering of 
the rate by budget resolution. 

A further anomaly in the situa 
tion is that non-Utility covering 
fabrics may in many cases be used 
tax-free for the production of new 
Utility furniture, whilst still remain 
ing taxable when used for recover 
ing furniture

“Let us hope,” he said, “that 
this year will see the reduction of 
P.T. to a workable basis. What- 
ever new Government is ap-

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Carpet Margins 
Reduced By 
New Order 


AS announced last week in Furmsh 
ing World, the maximum prices 
for price-control group carpets will 
be increased on February 1 and cer 
tain changes in retail and wholesale 
margins will also come into force, 

The Order governing this is the 
Carpets (Maximum Prices) Order, 
1950, which will supersede the Car- 
pets (Maximum Prices) Order, 1947 
The principal alterations in the 
present control are :— 


Price Control Group Carpets 

Increased maximum prices are 
vided for manufacturers and whole- 
salers, and increased over-riding 
maximum prices for retailers in the 
Schedule to the Order. There is no 
discount provision for sale by manu 
facturers to wholesalers and no per- 
centage margin provision for whole 
salers. The permitted margin for 
retailers has been reduced from 40 
per cent to 36% per cent (i.e., to 7s, 4d 
in the 


pro 


Other Carpets 

The retail margin has been reduced 
from 40 per cent to 36% per cent and 
the wholesale margin from 14.29 per 
cent to 124 per cent. (As _ before, 
there is a special provision for sales 
by wholesalers or retailers of carpets 
which do not bear a price control 
group label but which have, or have 
had, a red line running through the 
back: for these the maximum prices 
set out in the Schedule for carpets 
of that type are to be reduced by 5 
per cent.) 


Cash Discount 


To qualify for the compulsory cash 
or settlement discount under the terms 
of the Order payment must be made 
before the twentieth day of the 
calendar month immediately succeed- 
ing that in which the goods were 
consigned by the supplier 

Wholesalers and retailers 
minded that the reduced margins 
provided by this Order will apply te 
stocks in hand on February 1 

The Order defines “carpets” as 
“new carpets, rugs, mats, runners, 
sofa rugs and similar articles, in 
cluding articles the upper surface of 
which is made wholly or mainly of 
wool, mohair, cotton, rayon or jute 
or of a mixture of any of them, but 
excluding carpets to which the Im- 
ported Carpets (Maximum Prices) 
(No. 2) Order, 1949, applies and

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Illegal Import o of Fabrics 
W.F.T.A. Issue . Warning 


HE Council of the Wholesale 
Furnishing Textile Associa- 
tion have received many reports of 
Belgian manufactured furnishing 
fabrics being offered for sale in 
this country by exporters in 
France, Holland, and other coun- 
tries from which import licences 
are not now required. 


HE Council wishes to point out 

that this practice is illegal as 

the following extract from the 

preamble to the Order clearly 
shows 


‘It should be noted that this 
Open General Licence (like the 
Open General Licence which came 
into force on October 5, 1949), 
lates to goods consigned from and 
originating in any of the permitted 
sources; thus goods consigned

“nue more harmony and good- 
will we can introduce into 
industry the more likely we are 
to get that new and better order 
for which we are all so vainly 
striving,” said Mr. James Brown 
of James Templeton & Co., Ltd., 
Glasgow, when he proposed the 
toast of the Association at the 
dinner of the Edinburgh and 
South East Scotland Master 
Cabinetmakers’ Association held 
last Friday in Edinburgh. 


MPLOYERS would do well 

to remember,” Mr. Brown 
aid, “that all the brains are not 
n the board room, and, similarly, 
mployees would do well to recog- 
ise that employers cannot just all 
e lumped together and catalogued 
s a lot of blood-suckers who exist 
to exploit the workers to their own 
dvantage. 


“In the King’s Christmas broad- 
cast he said none of us could be 
satisfied until] we were again stand- 
ing upright and supporting our own 
weight. That was not merely a 
trite saying—it was a challenging 





statement. But what encouragement 

nd what inducement have we had 
in the last five years to enable us 
o stand upright and bear our own 
eight? None. But we hope and 
vray for better things, for better 
eadership, for conditions that will 
eave us unshackled,” 


Mr. F. S. Robinson, of Robinson 
& Rae, Ltd, Edinburgh, chairman 
f the Association, said that the 
ssociation was really no longer 
oncerned with wage negotiations as 
these were now settled at national 
level. They had, however, some say 
in conditions and interpretation of 
rules as they affected them locally 


A great deal of the strength of 
the Association lay in the fact 
that it represented manufacturers 
of furniture and of soft furnish- 
ings, as well as the distribution of 
these in all their phases. Another 
most important aspect of their 
activities was the interest taken 
in trade education for the appren- 
tices. 

Their activities were confined to 
training these young folk to be 
good craftsmen. He would like to 
pay tribute to their vice-chairman, 
Mr. Robert Frost, convener of the 
Committee on Education, who had 
put in a power of work in conjunc- 
tion with the Education Authority. 

Mr. Kenneth MacDonald of D. 
MacDonald & Brothers, Glasgow, 
proposed The Scottish House Fur- 
nishers’ Federation, and paid a 
special tribute to the president of the 
Federation, Mr. Chalmers Brown. 

Mr. J. Chalmers Brown replied. 

“The Furniture Development 
Council,” Mr. Brown said, “is now 
sitting in judgment on us. When 
the Council was in course of forma- 
tion the retailers protested that the 
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section of the industry selling the 
goods and in touch with the public 
should be given adequate represen- 
tation, and that a Trade Develop- 
ment Council, if it was to work 
really for the general benefit of the 
trade, must take a wide view and 
must therefore consider production 
problems, marketing problems and 
public requirements. 

“But there was within our Con- 
federation strong opposition to the 
retailers being represented at all. 
The manufacturers said that the 
Development Council affected only 
the manufacturer. The secretary of 
the Scottish Manufacturers spoke 
strongly against allowing the re- 
tailers representation. In the end 
we got one man on—one in sixteen. 

“Now one of the first things the 
Development Council does,” Mr. 
Brown said, “is to pass an order for 
compulsory branding of all furni- 
ture, a matter of vital importance to 
the retailer, affecting every custo- 
mer and every manufacturer. I have 
always been told that the way to 
run a harmonious business, a good 
business, is to study your customer 
and consider his point of view. Why 
does the furniture manufacturing in- 
dustry make itself the exception to 
this tradition? I will give you the 
answer—because the retail furni- 
shers have not together pulled their 
weight. House furnishers every- 
where must join and must actively 
support their Association.”

Revise Tax on Repair 
Work Coverings 


M* W. E. KIFT presided at the 
general meeting of the West 
of England branch of the Association

“Govt. policy” alone lost 


U.S. furniture orders 
The Editor, 
‘ Furnishing World.” 

S1r,—I must take issue with you 
on your article about the Walsh 
furniture which, in my opinion, is 
entirely unfair and untrue 

| was present at Grand Rapids 
when the Walsh furniture was ex- 
hibited, in an adjacent showroom to 
ur own, and | know that almost 
every American buyer and decorator 
who saw the furniture was intensel) 
interested in it, and was anxious to 
deal with it. I took active steps to 
interest my own distributing organisa 
tion in the furniture and was success 
ful in arriving at a 
which was ignored by the 
Trade. 

In my opinion it is for the follow 
ing reasons that no British manufac 
turer has, as yet, taken up the Walsh 
furniture : 

(1) It is unfai 
manufacturer to make furniture for 
export only, as quite obviously he 
must have a substantial home market 
to back up his exports. This has 
always been the traditional way in 
which exports have been encouraged 
Now, owing to Board of Trade and 
Treasury policy, it is expected that 
this process should be reversed, but 
the attendant risks are too great for 
any manufacturer to undertake 

(2) Even provided that a manufac- 
turer did undertake the risk, and 
even supposing he could sell in this 
country, he would still be faced with 
a 5 per cent uplift and a 334 per cent 
purchase tax on his sales. The effect 
of this would be to plac the furni- 
ture well out of reach of any likely 
buyer; so that he would still be left 
with an overseas market only. Quite 
obviously this would mean making 
the venture quite impossible to under- 
take as a reasgnable industrial risk 

This firm did make a proposition 
to the Board of Trade and would 
still be so interested in undertaking 
to direct the manufacture of 
arranging the selling of the Walsh 
furniture in America. We feel th: 
there is a great future for this fu 
ture, but due to Government policy 
and Government policy alone, 
opportunity of selling the

Bakelite is probably the best known 
example, this type is a homogenous 
material composed of Phenol or 
Urea-formaldehyde (principally the 
former) and a filler, e.g. wood flour. 
This would be much more expensive 
than timber as a material, and 
while waterproof and durable is 
comparatively brittle. 

If on the other hand the term 
“plastics” is intended to be re- 
garded as that adjunct to modern 
woodworking, the synthetic resin 
glue, there is a considerable amount 
of truth in the idea. The introduc- 
tion of this type of glue has re- 
sulted in a rebirth of wood in 
various laminated forms, having 
great strength and infinite possi- 
bilities for furniture and other pur- 
poses,

Mechanical Handling Methods i 


the Furniture Factory 


By a Special Contributor 


EFORE the war large firms in 
the position to mechanise and 
to take advantage of the flow pro- 
duction system could compete suc 
cessfully because of their low pro- 
duction costs. Many small com- 
panies, in spite of low overheads, 
found it more difficult because their 
factory organisation involved a high 
degree of man-handling 

War time, with its standardised 
Utility furniture, changed all this 
When wood was used in the con- 
struction of aircraft, manufacturers 
on this and other direct Govern 
ment work learned how to benefit 
from planned mechanisation. 

The speeding up of actual manu 
facturing processes by the introduc 
tion of high-speed woodworking 
machines, and by the use of jigs 
and fixtures, portable power tools, 
etc., showed in sharp relief the time 
absorbed by the actual process an 
the time and effort involved in 
moving the work to and from each 
process. It made clear the possi- 
bility, in a complete operation, fot 
more time to be spent in handling 
the work than in the actual pro 
cessing. 

Machine time, in many instances, 
reduced to the minimum, and 
therefore any attempt to speed pro 
duction should. be concentrated upon 
the handling. As an example, it 
would be difficult to reduce the time 
taken to cut dovetails of a conical 


is 


the transportation of the wood to 
and from the machine might be 
speeded up and a_ considerable 
saving in the complete time cycle 
achieved 

Handling time begins to loom 
large when, say, two operations to- 
gether take half an hour while the 
handling time takes three minutes, 
giving a handling to process time 
ratio of 1:10. But if a new method 
of working is introduced, new 
machines installed to replace semi- 
hand operations, the combined pro- 
cess time may be reduced to 12 
minutes: a ratio of only 1:4. 

When -handling equipment is in- 
stalled, work is caused to flow along 


clearly defined paths, particularly 
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OST furniture manufacturers 
would benefit by a periodi- 
cal examination of their produc- 
tion systems in the light of ad- 
vances in the field of mechanical 
handling. Handling time is non- 
productive time and so should be 
reduced to an absolute minimum. 
At the request of the “World,” 
a leading expert on mechanical 
handling has carried out a com- 
plete survey of up-to-date plant 
and its application in the furni- 
ture factory. The various methods 
are compared and their ad- 
vantages and disadvantages dis- 
cussed in this article.

afresh to ensure a steady flow along 
conveyor lines or to enable parts to 
be picked up and transported easily 
by trucks. Thus, the ideal installa- 
tion of mechanical handling equip 
ment may entail a revision, some- 
times drastic, of production systems. 

Handling equipment can _ be 
divided into three broad categories: 
lifting equipment (cranes and 
hoists), trucks, and conveyors 
These are not clear-cut divisions be- 
cause cranes can be embodied with 
trucks, special trucks are available 
to lift and transport loads, and con- 
veyors may be inclined to raise their 
loads 


Lifting Tackle 


Gear for direct lifting may vary 
from overhead travelling cranes to 
light hoists of various types for 
loads of one hundredweight or less 
The largest equipment will be found 
mainly in works having their own 
mills. 

Other equipment comprises hand- 
operated chain and rope blocks, and 
electric- and pneumatically-operated 
hoists. The latter are applicable 
only where an air supply at about 
80 Ib. per sq. in. is laid on 

Modern electrically-driven hoists 
are very reliable and can be sup 
plied with hand- or power-operated 
traversing gear for moving them 
along their supporting girders so 
that a load can be raised and easily 
transported for short distances. 

Air-operated hoists, similar in 
appearance to electricaily-driven 





hoists are also employed, but much 
of the light lifting, such as one finds 
in furniture making, can be done 
with simple air hoists in which a 
piston is moved along a cylinder to 
raise and lower the load. 


In some makes of hoists of this 
type, the cylinder is suspended 
horizontally and the lifting cable 
passes round a system of sheaves to 
give low head room with a long lift. 
Loads up to about 6 cwt. can be 
lifted in this way, and such hoists 
are practically trouble-free. 


One must not overlook the need 
for adequate lifting tackle for 
handling plant by the maintenance 
staff. 

Hand-operated tackle of modern 
design is lighter than the old- 
fashioned type and is less liable to 
slip and jam. Rope blocks of the 
latest type are self-sustaining under 
load and have a lock arrangement 
that is released by a-side pull on 
the hand rope. 

In the main, there is little need 
for lifting tackle of this type in the 
process of manufacture. Even the 
bulkiest of modern furniture is re- 
latively light and direct lifting is 
easiest performed manually, in spite 
of an operator needing help. 

It is where furniture is packed in 
cases, as for export, that the 
greatest need for hoists arises. In- 
dividual pieces of furniture may be 
light to lift, but once a substantial 
packing case is filled, it becomes too 
heavy for man-handling. Then a 
hoist can be used to lift the case,

the case to the loading bay. 


Conveyors 


The suggestion of mechanical 
handling and the mechanisation of 
a factory immediately conjours up 
pictures of continuous-flow con- 
veyors. Conveyors are widely used 
in the furniture trade, and one of 
the commonest is the power-driven 
slat-type floor conveyor. 


A power-driven slat-type floor con- 

veyor which is costly to install and 

rigidly defines the direction of work 
flow. 


This type of conveyor is costly to 
instal and, once installed, it defines 
in a most rigid way the directions 
of work flow. It is an endless type 
of conveyor consisting of chains 
travelling over sprocket wheels and 
carrying slats, on the escalator 
principle, which fit closely together 
on the straight runs of the con- 
veyor to give a flat surface for the 
support and transport of the load. 
The upper face of the top run of 
the conveyor is at, or just above, 
floor level and travels at a speed 
well below a walking pace. 


It is because the conveyor is in- 
stalled below the floor—which in- 
volves excavation on a ground floor 
—that it is expensive to instal, and 
once installed it is a fixture. 

A conveyor of this type is, how- 
ever, an excellent investment for the 
large firm. The conveyors are in- 
stalled along main aisles in the 
assembly and finishing bays and 
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complete articles of furniture are 
slid on to them quite easily. 

Floor conveyors are obtainable in 
various widths—they are built to 
order—to suit the loads they are to 
carry, and their slow speed of travel 
renders them safe to walkers, who 
can cross them with ease, there 
usually being sufficient space be 
tween the articles of furniture 
for this to be possible. In spite 
of the low linear speed of the 
floor conveyor, the pieces of furni- 
ture are moved with sufficient 
rapidity, the only man-handling be- 
ing the sliding of the pieces on to 
and off the conveyor. 

Also, the use of the conveyor is 
an excellent guard against scratch- 
ing and bruising of well-finished 
surfaces, during transport through 
the works. A further point in 
favour of the floor conveyor is that 
it will take the articles in any order, 
tables, chairs, sideboards, ward 
robes and dressing tables 


Sub-Assembly Stations 


In bigger firms, a system of line 
assembly can be employed for the 
larger articles of furniture. Sub 
assemblies are built at a series of 
stations, SAl, SA2, etc., and fed to 
the main assembly line along which 
the article of furniture progresses, 
at each stage one or more sub- 
assemblies and other parts being 
built in. Thus panels, doors, etc., 
are built at the sub-assembly 
stations which are in the same posi- 
tional order as the sequence in 
which sub-assemblies will be added 
to the main assembly. 

At present, there does not seem 
much scope for the conveyor belt 
methods of other industries, where 
the assembly is actually done on the 
conveyor belt. Assembly lines may 
finish adjacent to a floor conveyor 
on to which the assembled furniture 
is pushed. 

As an alternative to line assembly, 
a complete article of furniture may 
be built at each assembly station; 
then the floor conveyor can run 
alongside the line of assembly 
stations

The advantages of the roller or 
gravity conveyor should never be 
overlooked; it has the virtue of re- 
quiring no power for its operation 

It is made in standard straight 
lengths and standard bends so that 
a roller conveyor system can be 
built to any length and, within 
limits, any shape. A pair of side 
rails support cross spindles on 
which run _ball-bearing-mounted 
rollers which are quite free to re 
volve. 

A slight incline on a roller con 
veyor (2 to 4 in 100) is sufficient to 
allow a load to move at a steady 
pace. If a roller conveyor is 
arranged horizontally, a slight push 
will move a load along, a much 
easier process than lifting and 
carrying it. 

In the small works where loads 
are to be moved over short dis 
tances, and in the larger factory 
where parts are to be moved from 
machine to machine, short lengths 
of roller conveyor can be used to 
advantage. This type of conveyor

New Drying Process 
for Timber 


PROCESS whereby timber may 

be safely and effectively dried 
in a few hours is being exploited im 
America In the past, attempts 
have been made to dry wood more? 
rapidly by using steam and high 
temperature air, but such methods 
tend to cause burning or other de- 
terioration of the wood. 

With this new process, thee wood 
to be dried is placed in a large?® 
chamber through which a _ special 
organic vapour is circulated at a 
high temperature This vapour 
penetrates deeply into the wood and 
causes the moisture in it to 
evaporate. The organic vapour leav- 
ing chamber carries the water 
vapour away with it; the water is 
then separated off and the vapour 
recirculated 

The drving is complete when no 
more water is removed by the 
vapour; the vapour is then pumped 
ff and the wood treated with some 
preservative. The whole process is 
completed in a few hours
